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Hatchfield Farm: 
It’s decision day 


THE final decision on the Hatch- 
field Farm development is set to 
be made at a planning committee 
meeting by Forest Heath District 
Council this evening. 

Councillors will gather at the 
offices in Mildenhall to make a 
decision on plans for 400 homes 
on land in Fordham Road, New¬ 
market. 

Town Mayor Rachel Hood said: 
“Newmarket Town Council has 
consistently rejected Ford Der¬ 
by’s housing application and we 
would urge the district council to 
reject it as well. 

“The housing provided would 
be commuter housing for Cam¬ 
bridge and has nothing to do with 
Newmarket. 

“The developer is a speculator 
from Fiverpool and it’s disgust¬ 
ing that he continues to push this 
scheme even though it’s abun¬ 
dantly clear it’s not welcomed by 
Newmarket Town Council.” 

Deputy Mayor Cllr John Berry 
has been nominated by the town 
council to once again make their 
views clear on the development. 

He will have three minutes to 
speak at tonight’s meeting. 

He said: “The town council 
have objected to the plans with 
five or six reasons why it is of a

detrimental impact to the racing 
industry. 

“We are hoping that the plans 
will be turned down. I am fully 
onside with the overall town 
council view. 

“On a personal level I believe 
they would be very harmful to 
Newmarket.” 

Spokeswoman for the Hatch- 
field Farm development, Rebekah 
Paczek, said: “The proposals 
for Hatchfeld Farm will provide 
much-needed and well-planned 
housing in a sustainable location 
to benefit the wider community 
within Newmarket. 

“The proposals will have no ad¬ 
verse impact on the horse racing 
industry but have the potential to 
bring significant benefits includ¬ 
ing increased spend and support 
for the High Street as well as ful¬ 
filling housing need.”

Village plans 
to be decided 


A DECISION on plans for 
homes in Red Lodge is set to 
be made at a planning meet¬ 
ing tonight. 

Kings Warren, a proposed 
development for land east 
of Red Lodge, has applied 
for planning permission 
which would see construc¬ 
tion of up to 268 dwellings, 
225 square metres of retail 
space and the demolition of 
Hundred Acre Larm. 

Developers Crest Nichol¬ 
son spoke at a meeting on 
June 17 of their objectives 
and what else they would be 
offering. 

The spokesman said the 
developers would be giv¬ 
ing Suffolk County Council 
(SCC) access to land for the 
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existing school while a new 
school is built, land for open 
spaces, and a contribution 
of £3.4 million to be used for 
the provision of affordable 
housing. 

The development was de¬ 
scribed as an “appropriate 
development” by the com¬ 
pany, which they said would 
give a “significant boost to 
housing land supply short¬ 
fall”. 

The application, first sub¬ 
mitted in May 2013, has had 
a number of objections from 
local residents. 

Kennie Cole, of Aspen Way 
in Red Lodge, said that the 


development would “mas¬ 
sively affect” his family’s 
lives. 

He added: “I would also 
like to add how wonderful it 
is to live next to a farm and 
live in the country not on a 
housing development with 
building works for the next 
five years.” 

Many also wrote with con¬ 
cerns that the development 
was against national plan¬ 
ning policy, which says that 
housing should be built on 
brownfield sites. 

The site of the proposed 
development is a greenfield 
site. 

The decision on the Red 
Lodge development will be 
made this evening. 


Parking consultation is launched 


A CONSULTATION on park¬ 
ing across Suffolk has been 
launched this week. 

Views are being sought for 
potential changes to a park¬ 
ing guidance document, 
which provides advice for 
new developments. 

The document also sets 
out advisory levels and char¬ 
acteristics of parking for a 


number of schemes like care 
homes and restaurants. 

Local authorities will use 
the guidance when planning 
permission for new devel¬ 
opments is applied for. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning, roads and transport, 
said: “We would encourage 
views on this consultation 


as it is important to ensure 
we have the right amount of 
parking spaces in Suffolk.”

ANIMAL lovers around New¬ 
market joined together to 
save the life of an injured 
stray cat. 

The cat, now named Sar¬ 
dine, and his plight was first 
mentioned by a resident on 
Facebook, who said she had 
spotted him with a wound 
and “smelling of rotten flesh” 
in Laureate Gardens. 

Another resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“Someone first posted that a 
cat had come into her house 
with rotting flesh in his neck 
and in a terrible state. 

“We think he had been in 
a cat fight and got an abcess 
from a bite which had not 
been treated. Then it had 
eaten away at his flesh and 
caused an awful wound.” 

Word soon spread and a 
total of 15 residents got to¬ 
gether to try to catch Sardine 
over the next three days. 

One of them, Mick Smith, 
said: “No-one really took a 
lot of notice until the woman 
updated how serious the in¬ 
jury was. Within minutes we 
were out looking. 

“We had about 15 people 
turn up by Thursday and we 
did an extensive search.” 

Eventually, they coaxed 
Sardine to the cage on land 
between Laureate Gardens 
and Willie Snaith Road - 
with Sardines, hence his new

name - and got him straight 
to Lida Vets in Grosvenor 
Yard. 

Mr Smith said: “On Satur¬ 
day morning, I got up and 
approached the hidden trap 
cautiously. All I saw in the 
darkness were these beauti¬ 
ful green eyes looking back 
at me. The elation was inde¬ 
scribable.” 

One person had put down 
£500 towards the cost of Sar¬ 
dine’s treatment at the vets. 

And his story has touched 
the hearts of animal lovers 
around Newmarket with res¬ 
idents so far donating a fur¬ 
ther £273 for his treatment. 

Mr Smith said: “I would 
like to thank every one of the 
people who helped in any 
way they could. This was a 
real community effort and 
the help is still ongoing with 


so many people helping to¬ 
wards his vet bills.” 

Vet Ilan Lay, who estimates 
Sardine is six to ten years old, 
said he was doing “very well”. 

He said: “Sardine was ex¬ 
tremely underweight and 
had a bad wound. We have 
cleaned it and he is receiving 
medication extremely well. 
In two weeks we hope he will 
be fully healed.” 

Sardine will live with a 
Newmarket resident until a 
permanent home is found 
for him away from the area.

Life sentence for 
friend’s murder

A MAN who murdered his best friend 
in Mildenhall last year has been sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison. 

Andrew Turner, 50, from Pem¬ 
broke Close in Mildenhall, was 
found guilty of murder at Ipswich 
Crown Court last Tuesday. 

And on Wednesday, Turner was 
sentenced to life imprisonment, 
with a minimum term of 17 years, af¬ 
ter stabbing Paul Bone so hard in the 
chest that it broke a rib and punc¬ 
tured his heart. 

The blade of the knife was found 
beside Mr Bone’s body, while the 
handle was found in the kitchen of 
the house, along with bloodstains. 

Mr Bone’s family have released a 
statement following last week’s sen¬ 
tencing. 

The statement read: “Paul is deep¬ 
ly missed by all of his family and 
friends. 

“His untimely death in such tragic 
circumstances has profoundly af¬ 
fected us all. 

“The last six months leading up to 
the trial of his killer Andrew Turner 
have been horrific, however, jus¬ 
tice has now been served and Paul’s 
mum Linda can now slowly attempt 
to come to terms with his death. 

“Paul was a loving and generous 
man who always had time for every¬ 
body else especially those who were 
less fortunate than himself. 

“Reportedly one of the most popu¬ 
lar carp fishermen in East Anglia, 
fellow anglers and friends have said 
that the riverbanks will simply not 


be the same without him. 

“A great friend to many, a role 
model and hero to his younger cous¬ 
ins and a loving son. 

“Paul will be in our hearts and 
thoughts forever.” 

During the week-long trial, the 
court had heard that Mr Bone died 
on December 20 last year after an 
“altercation” with Turner at Turner’s 
home in Mildenhall. 

The pair had got together with 
Turner’s partner Julie Salmon for 
some drinks before Christmas. 

The jury heard that 90 minutes be¬ 
fore the 999 call from a neighbour to 
say Mr Bone was “lying motionless” 
outside the front door, three police 
officers had been called to the house 
by Ms Salmon’s daughter to deal with 


a domestic incident. 

Then, shortly before lam, neigh¬ 
bour Mark Donohoe heard banging 
on his letter box and saw Ms Salmon 
and Turner shouting for help. 

Turner told him that he had had to 
stab Mr Bone because he had tried to 
rape his partner. Following Turner’s 
arrest, the court heard he had made 
similar claims to a police officer. 

On the path outside the front door, 
Ms Salmon appeared to be giving 
“drunken CPR” to Mr Bone and lift¬ 
ing his head up and down in an ap¬ 
parent attempt to revive him, the 
court was told. 

Mr Bone was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

A post mortem confirmed he died 
of a single stab wound. 


75-year-old man dies in crash in Stetchworth 


A MAN was killed in a crash involv¬ 
ing two cars in Stetchworth. 

John Shrive, a 75-year-old man 
from Holt in Norfolk, died in the col¬ 
lision between the Vauxhall Omega 
estate he was driving and a Ford Fo¬ 
cus. 

It happened on the B1061 near 


Stetchworth Park at about 6pm on 
Wednesday, June 25. 

Police launched an appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to the crash on Friday. 

The driver of the Ford, a 50-year- 
old man from Haverhill, suffered 
serious but not life-threatening 
injuries and was taken to Adden- 


brooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, 
Cambridgeshire police said. 

The police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses who saw the cars just prior to 
the collision.

On coming downstairs, the 
victim discovered items had 
been stolen including a black 
Nintendo 3DS, a bottle of 
Jack Daniels whiskey and a 
frozen pizza, taken from the 
freezer in the kitchen.

Compost fire 
in Red Lodge 

AROUND 60 tonnes of com¬ 
post went up in flames in Red 
Lodge on Sunday morning. 

Firefighters from New¬ 
market and Mildenhall were 
called to the blaze in Green 
Lane just after 7.30am on 
Sunday morning. 

A fire service spokesperson 
said that the crews remained 
at the scene for much of the 
morning and worked into the 
afternoon as they battled to 
douse the flames. 

They were also working to 
prevent the fire from spread¬ 
ing to the remaining 200 
tonnes of compost which was 
on site. 

The incident was under 
control by 2.15pm. 

The cause of the fire is not 
yet known.

AS a final statement be¬ 
fore today’s decision on the 
Hatchfield Farm develop¬ 
ment, 100 horses and rid¬ 
ers from Newmarket’s top 
training yards gathered on 
the Warren Hill gallops last 
Wednesday for an organised 
protest. 

Riders wore high visibility 
vests bearing the message 
“No to Hatchfield Farm”. 

The protest was organised 
by the Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group, which opposes 
the plans for 400 homes on 
land in Fordham Road, New¬ 
market. 

Chairman William Gittus 
said: “The horseracing in¬ 
dustry is what makes New¬ 
market unique. 

“This protest is trying 
to show our concerns on 
what is a factory floor for 
horseracing. 

“We feel it’s more appro¬ 
priate to show people what 
we are concerned about. The 
horses and the people riding 
them who live and work here 
is what this is all about. 

“This atmosphere and 
industry we’re concerned 
about is a better location for 
the protest than standing 
outside the council offices.” 

The group are against the 
plans for 400 homes on the 
proposed site and say the 
plans needed more thought. 

Mr Gittus said that some 
proposed features of the site 
seemed to have been added 
at the last minute. 

He said: “At the meeting 
in June, suddenly a school 
was added into the equa¬ 
tion. There has been no traf¬ 
fic analysis. It seems to have 


been decided with very little 
thought within two weeks of 
the hearing. 

“We also fear that if a deci¬ 
sion for 400 homes is made, 
that will just be the first step 
to many more.” 

John Morrey, property di¬ 
rector at Tattersalls, also at¬ 
tended the protest. 

He said: “Hopefully this 
will be drawing everyone’s 
attention. We do feel a 
huge concern, in conjunc¬ 
tion with trainers and those 
working in the town, about 
the impact the development 
will have. 

“This is the first time we 


have used horses in a pro¬ 
test and it is poignant. This is 
what we are here to protect.” 

The group also spoke of 
their disappointment that 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil (FHDC) had not consult¬ 
ed with them enough. 

Mr Gittus said: “The 
Horsemen’s group was set 
up at request of Forest Heath 
to be a point of contact. 

“But they have never con¬ 
tacted us since. It has all 
been one way.” 

The final decision on the 
development will be made 
this evening at the FHDC of¬ 
fices in Mildenhall.

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Woman’s ‘terrifying’ 
10-hour kidnap ordeal

A “DANGEROUS” offend¬ 
er with a “fascination” for 
weapons has been jailed for 
15 years after subjecting his 
partner to a terrifying 10- 
hour kidnapping ordeal. 

Alex Wallis, 35, of Silver 
Street, Burwell, held a knife 
to his victim’s throat as he 
forced her to drive from Bur- 
well to her parents’ home 
in Worcestershire to collect 
money, on fanuary 4. 

High on drugs, Wallis 
threatened to kill his now 
ex-girlfriend and set the “Es¬ 
sex Boys” on her parents, 
after locking the car doors, 
punching and headbutting 
her, and stopping to buy 
crack cocaine. 

Cambridgeshire police 
seized a haul of 20 weapons 
from his bedroom including 
a serrated steel wire garrote 
(used for strangling), with 
handles attached, a cross¬ 
bow and arrows, a knuckle 
duster, a sword, BB imita¬ 
tion handguns and knives, 
as well as 19 cannabis plants 
with a street value of be¬ 
tween £4,000-£ll,000. 

Wallis was sentenced to 15 
years in prison when he ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Crown 
Court via video link on Tues¬ 
day, after refusing to get in 
a police van to attend the 
hearing. He was also handed 
a restraining order prevent¬ 
ing him from contacting the 
victim. 

fudge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth said: “You subjected 
her to a terrifying ordeal in 
which you threatened her 
life with a knife and threat¬ 
ened death to her parents. 

“She believed she was go¬ 
ing to die. She has been to¬ 
tally traumatised by these 
events.” 

Wallis pleaded guilty to 
producing a controlled class 
B drug, possessing an imita¬ 
tion firearm, having an of¬ 
fensive weapon, two charges 
of assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm, having an arti¬ 
cle with a blade, assault by 
beating, false imprisonment 
and having an imitation fire¬ 
arm in a public place. 

The court heard the pair 
had met on an online dating 
site in May last year. 

She transferred £1,700 
into his account for “gadg¬ 
ets” between October and 
December 2013, which he 
had sworn was not for drugs. 

On fanuary 4, an argu¬ 
ment began because Wallis 
asked for £500 but she said 
she had no money left. 

After punching his victim, 
he forced her to drive him to

Andrew Jackson, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “It hadn’t ar¬ 
rived and that angered him. 

“He ordered her to drive 
him to Stratford-Upon-Av- 
on, to go to Barclays and pre¬ 
tend she was being hounded 
by a loan shark and ask for 
money. It was shut. 

“At around 4pm, he told 
her if she made any move to 
escape That would be it’. 

“He said T have phoned 
the Essex boys, you’ve lost 
your family’. She was petri¬ 
fied and drove north.” 

The police were eventually 
called after a witness saw the 
victim gesturing for help in a 
car near McDonald’s in Cov¬ 
entry. Wallis was arrested 
and the weapons found in 
the car boot were seized. 

Judge Hawkesworth add¬ 
ed: “You are a high risk to 
the public should you be re¬ 
leased from prison and con¬ 
tinue your use of drugs and 
alcohol. 

“You have a long history 
of offending, including the 
regular possession and in 
fact supply of class A drugs 
and possession of weapons. 

“I affirm that you are a 
dangerous offender... you 
pose a serious risk to oth¬ 
ers.” 

According to two psychi¬ 
atric reports, Wallis has a 


severe personality disorder, 
a disregard for the welfare of 
others and a failure to learn 
from experience and pun¬ 
ishment, the court heard. 

After the case, Det Stephen 
Phillips, from Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Constabulary, said it was 
worrying that people could 
buy these weapons online. 

He said: “All of those 
weapons were legally held 
and were freely available to 
purchase on the internet. 
But it was the way in which 
they were used to threaten, 
intimidate and frighten his 
victim that made it a par¬ 
ticularly nasty and terrifying 
ordeal. 

“They clearly demonstrate 
his fascination with weap¬ 
ons. 

“We would like to encour¬ 
age people to know who it is 
that they are forming rela¬ 
tionships with and to make 
use of all avenues available 
to them such as Clare’s Law. 

“It’s an easy process and 
just needs them to make the 
first step in contacting po¬ 
lice.” 

Following the trauma of 
the kidnap, the victim can 
no longer sleep and is afraid 
of loud noises, the court 
heard. 

Wallis was also disquali¬ 
fied from driving for five 
years after temporarily driv¬ 
ing the car without a licence 
and with no insurance.

WHEN fane Courtenay-Moore 
was diagnosed with cancer in May 
2013, she feared she may not see 
the following year. 

But just over 12 months later - 
almost a year to the day of her first 
session of chemotherapy - Jane 
has earned her black belt in Kuk 
Sool Won, a Korean martial art. 

Flanked by her two sons Liam, 
17, and Dennis, 14, Jane was pre¬ 
sented with her final belt at the 
end of June. 

She said: “It was massive to be 
standing there with my sons. They 
hanked me and although it was 
nerve-wracking, I was very proud. 

“I was thinking that this time 
last year I was sat watching them 
getting medals for the EU champi¬ 
onship. 

“I sat watching them in the audi¬ 
ence. Another young lad had died 
from cancer around that time. My 
son was looking at me and I was 
shaking my head saying “that is 
not going to be me”. 

“Now here I am with my black 
belt.” 

Jane first started attending the 
Kuk Sool Won classes at New¬ 
market Leisure Centre about four 
years ago with her daughter Amy. 

And although Amy gave it up, 
Jane continued with Liam and 
Dennis, rising through the belts 
from white to brown. 

But last year, Jane was diagnosed 
with grade II hormone cancer. 

While it would be enough to 
stop most people in their tracks, 
Jane continued the classes. 

She said: “I always found the 
classes were something to look 
forward to. 

“It gave me something where 
I could say ‘no matter how tired 
I am, I’m going to go out and I’m 
going to do it’.” 

Through bouts of chemother¬ 
apy, Jane was perfecting the 90 
moves she needed to remember to 
earn the belt, which she says also 
helped her through her illness. 

Jane added: “It helped me with 
my head because the chemo¬ 
therapy affects your brain and you 
start losing your memory and your 
head is funny. 

“It’s helping me because I’m try¬ 
ing to learn things and keep things 


in my head. It’s a form of mental 
stimulation as well as the physi¬ 
cal exercise.” 

Jane said she owed a lot to her 
instructors, Nicola Slack and 
Scott Slack, who supported her. 

She said: “There’s a lot of disci¬ 
pline to Kuk Sool Won. You can’t 
just decide halfway through that 
you don’t want to do it. 

“You call the instructors 
ma’am and sir. 

“When they found out I had 
cancer, I asked them if it was OK 
for me to carry on and they said 
‘of course you can.’ 

“With the discipline, once 
you’re in class you can’t just 


leave but they said if you feel 
halfway through that you can’t 
do it, then don’t. 

“They let me take it all at my 
own pace. 

“Everyone was so patient with 
me. 

“We are quite a close group 
and everyone was so good and 
supportive.” 

Jane has decided she will con¬ 
tinue Kuk Sool Won, but isn’t 
sure whether she’ll continue 
to move through the black belt 
ranks, which includes weapons 
training. 

Lor now, she is happy with 
watching her sons compete in 


the European Championships - 
eldest Liam won a silver medal 
for his techniques while Dennis 
won both a gold and a copper 
medal at this year’s competi¬ 
tion. 

And the mum-of-four will 
continue to treasure the black 
belt that signifies her achieve¬ 
ments in the martial art with her 
sons, in some of the most chal¬ 
lenging circumstances. 

Jane added: “That time last 
year, I didn’t even know if I 
would be here. 

“This year I’ve got my black 
belt alongside them.”

Council addresses 
‘crisis’ in housing 


FOREST Heath District Council 
(FHDC) is experiencing a “cri¬ 
sis” in affordable housing, says a 
spokesman. 

Between Forest Heath and St Ed- 
mundsbury, 13,585 of the 18,000 
homes to be built in the areas by 
2031 need to be affordable due to 
an existing backlog and future de¬ 
mand. 

Much of the backlog in houses 
available has been caused by the 
recession, the council said, which 
meant job cuts, pay freezes and 
increased living costs - and mean¬ 
ing that more people were needed 
to take advantage of the affordable 
housing that was on offer. 

With existing planning and 
housing policies, 8,000 of the 
13,585 homes needed can be met.

But more than 5,500 are still 
needed - through new builds or 
better use of existing properties. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet member 
for planning, housing and trans¬ 
port, said: “The challenges are 
massive. 

“What is clear is that relying 
purely on housing developers to 
meet our future housing needs is 
no longer the answer.” 

Working with St Edmundsbury, 
FHDC are proposing to deliver 455 
affordable homes per year - an 
increase of 200 homes when com¬ 
pared to the number currently 
supplied. 

Cllr Burt added: “In the com¬ 
mercial world you have to make 


sure your supply is strong enough 
to meet your demand. 

“That is why we are looking into 
setting up our own housing com¬ 
pany, to buy and rent out proper¬ 
ties, and to invest in new build af¬ 
fordable housing.” 

Cllr Anne Gower added: “Every¬ 
thing hinges on being able to pro¬ 
vide homes for our future workers 
and their families. 

“Without these homes our fu¬ 
ture economic development will 
be constrained.” 

The approach has been outlined 
in the council’s draft West Suffolk 
Housing Strategy and is now sub¬ 
ject to a three-week consultation 
period, beginning on July 16.

A BID to replace sugary soft drinks 
with water at mealtimes has been 
backed by Live Well Suffolk. 

The organistion has supported 
the switch in a move to tackle 
childhood obesity. 

Karen Davies, dietitian at Live 
Well Suffolk, said: “With our cur¬ 
rent ‘Where’s the Sugar Monster’ 
campaign, we have been ask¬ 
ing people to try and reduce the 
amount of sugar in their diet and 
helping them to understand the 
impact too much sugar can have 
on their health. 

“It can lead to serious condi¬ 
tions such as type 2 diabetes and 
heart disease.” 

Encouraging children to drink 
water will also eliminate uneces- 
sary calories, Karen added. 

The advice has come from sci¬ 
entists at Oxford University as 
Public Health England announc¬ 
es a nationwide plan to cut sugar 
consumption. 

It comes after a campaign group 
have said a “sugar tax” should be 
imposed to tackle childhood obe¬ 
sity.

A FIVE-strong team took on a 
mountain climb of more than 1,000 
metres at the weekend in memory 
of a much-missed friend and col¬ 
league from Isleham.

The team, named The Lemon 
Puffs after Daniel’s favourite bis¬ 
cuit, prepared for the climb with 
squats and lunges, facing the chal¬

“Daniel was very committed 
to young people and supporting 
young people in the area. We would 
like to give something back to the 
cause that supported him.”

On board the mercy ship 


The Cheng family opted for a 
rather different family trip this 
year, spending two weeks in the 
Republic of Congo volunteering 
on board the world’s largest 
floating hospital. 

They tell Lydia Fallon how the 
experience changed their lives. 


WHEN the Africa Mercy docks, 
you’ll certainly know about it. 

The world’s largest floating 
hospital, it measures nearly 500 feet 
in length and brings with it eight 
decks, five operating theatres, 128 
beds and a 450-strong team of 
people living and working on board. 

But, more importantly, it brings 
hope to those who have none. 

Queues and queues of people - 
many who have travelled hundreds 
of miles to get there - will arrive for 
the ship’s screening days, lining up 
in anticipation to see if they can 
receive the life-changing treatment 
they so desperately need. 

Some will have fled war-torn 


countries; many will have never 
seen a doctor in their life and all 
will be hoping for a miracle. 

“There were 7,000 people and 
everybody came on the same day,” 
says Dr Leo Cheng, describing the 
scenes during his stint volunteering 
in the Republic of the Congo earlier 
this year. “There’s leaflet-drops all 
across the country telling people 
the ship is coming and then they 
will come down to the port and 
queue in the African sun to see the 
doctors for the screening days.” 

Leo’s wife Hilary, whose day job is 
as a Methodist minister in Histon, 
adds: “It usually lasts for a week and 
within that week there will be 


enough patients to fill six operating 
theatres for 10 months...” 

The Africa Mercy is run by Mercy 
Ships, an international Christian 
charity founded in 1978 by Don and 
Devon Stephens. The couple had a 
dream of setting up a hospital ship 
to offer free medical care and 
humanitarian aid to the world’s 
poorest countries, and, after buying 
a retired ocean liner called Victoria 
for £600,000, that dream became a 
reality. 

Every year, the Africa Mercy ship 
is staffed by up to 900 volunteers 
from 35 nations all over the world; 
with everyone from surgeons and 
doctors to cooks and carpenters 


giving up their time to work for free 
and change thousands of lives in 
the process. “It’s an amazing place 
and the atmosphere on the ship is 
electrifying,” says Leo, with a smile. 
“Everybody’s main purpose is to 
bring hope and healing to those 
desperate patients. 

“It’s like one big family; you move 
together and you grow together, and 
by growing and moving together 
you see people get saved and their 
lives change.” 

For the last 10 years, Leo - who 
works as a consultant oral and 
facial reconstructive surgeon in 
Cambridge and London - has been 
selflessly giving up two weeks of his

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holidays to volunteer with 
Mercy Ships as part of the 
medical team who treat patients 
in countries like Liberia, Tongo, 
Benin, Sierra Leone and Ghana. 

In January he returned from 
his 11th time volunteering on 
board the ship, only this time it 
was extra special because his 
whole family went out to the 
Republic of Congo with him. 
Leo’s wife Hilary served as the 
hospital chaplain, his eldest 
daughter Kat, 22, as a healthcare 
assistant and his other daughter 
Zoe, 19, served as a cook. 

“It was amazing,” Leo 
enthuses. “I had been waiting, 
praying for the day to come 
when we could all volunteer 
together, and finally the timing 
was right.” 

Leo first heard about the ship 
10 years ago from Lord Ian 
McColl, a surgeon at Guy’s 
Hospital in London and regular 
Mercy Ships volunteer, but was 
unsure whether he wanted to 
get involved at first. “I thought it 
wouldn’t be for me,” Leo 
explains. “I had a wife and 
children and thought Mercy 
Ships were for amazing, 
missionary, selfless people.” 

He was eventually persuaded 
to sign up - and, totally 
unexpectedly, Leo’s life 
changed. ’’You’re seeing 
patient’s lives literally being 
saved by world-class surgery, 
equipment and amazing 
surgeons. When they start to 
smile again - it is just like 
‘wow!’ It’s really an amazing 
transformation to see. 

“Witnessing even the smallest 
improvement, that’s what it’s all 
about and makes me want to go 
back again and again.” 

While on board Leo has a 
vigorous schedule, usually 
performing surgery three times 
a day on children and adults 
suffering from enormous face 
and neck tumours, some of 
which can measure over 10 
inches in size. 

Many are easily treated if 
caught early, but with little or 
no medical care available in this 
part of the world, something as 
simple as toothache can turn 
life-threatening. “We see many 
conditions which in this 
country would be treated 
straight away. Here we have day 
surgery, district nurses, 
everything you could need. 

“It really makes you realise 
how fortunate we are,” adds 
Hilary. 

Many of the patients also face 
prejudice from those who 
believe certain conditions to be 


the work of the devil. They’re 
spat at, shunned and isolated in 
their own country, and there 
have even been reports of babies 
being buried alive. Leo says it’s 
heartbreaking to hear the extent 
of what they’ve been through. 

“There was this one lady who 
had a benign upper jaw tumour. 
Her children were kidnapped by 
her own mother who thought 
the tumour was a demon and 
didn’t want her grandchildren 
catching it. She was beside 
herself telling me she had to get 
it removed so she could get her 
children back. 

“There was another lady who 
fell into a fire as a baby,” 
remembers Hilary. “Her lip was 
stuck to her chest, and her lower 
lip was about four times bigger 
than her top lip. She was like 
this until the age of 35 because 
there was no treatment.” 

Other memorable cases 
include a woman who thought 
she was pregnant but actually 
had a 35 pound tumour in her 
belly, the young girl with one leg 
that was seven inches shorter 
than the other and the man who 
couldn’t unclench his teeth. 
Every single one of them has 
seen their life changed by Mercy 
Ships. 

“This little girl is only six,” Leo 
says, showing me a photo on his 
laptop of a young girl with an 
enormous facial tumour. “She is 
walking around like a thief with 
her scarf up, other children 
won’t play with her and she has 
lost three years of her life 
because her mum has been 
carrying her from one village to 
another to look for voodoo 
doctors to help. 

“We took the tumour out and 
put a titanium plate in. This was 
her shortly after surgery,” Leo 
says, revealing a photo of a 
beaming little girl. 

Even just seeing the 
transformations on a computer 
screen is heart-wrenching, it 
must be amazing to witness 
first-hand the patients’ reaction 
when they see their new 
reflection in the mirror? “The 
eyes just pop out looking in the 
mirror because they’ve had it 
for so many years and can’t 
believe it has finally gone,” 
smiles Hilary. “Many of them 
are very low when they come to 
us; when you go and talk to 
them they won’t look you in the 
eye because they are so 
ashamed of their disfigurement. 
So I try and help get them over 
that.” 

Their gratitude, I say, must be 
overwhelming. “When the 


patients come they are at rock 
bottom, they say ‘You are the 
first handshake I have had in 20 
years, you are the first doctor I 
have met in 30 years’. The 
healing starts as soon as they 
come on the ship, they have 
probably been rejected by their 
own family but we are there to 
help them, to treat them the 
same,” Leo adds. 

Hilary and Kat - who’s 
currently studying nursing at 
university - had both been on 
the ship with Leo before but it 
was Zoe’s first time. She 
volunteered on board as part of 
her gap year, and says the 
experience was completely life¬ 
changing. “It was absolutely 
incredible, I have come back 
more mature with my eyes open 
to the world. I’ve realised there 
are people in the world who just 
can’t eat because they don’t 
have money available to them or 
the jobs to earn money,” she 
says. 

“It’s really hard to get your 
head around, and then coming 
back to the West was a huge 
culture shock because you 
realise just how much we have. 
It’s definitely changed my 
perspective on things.” 

Did it ever get too harrowing? 
“There was one moment which 
really upset me, I think it was 
when reality hit,” Zoe says. 

“We’d visited a local orphanage 
and I saw a little boy with only 
one flip-flop on and then 
another boy came along 
wearing a pair of girl’s flip-flops 
and one of them was broken. 

“It hit me that was all they 
had.” 

But despite the hard times, 
Zoe, Hilary and Leo all agree 
they would return to the ship 
tomorrow if they could and 
encourage others to get involved 
too. “It’s why I bring pictures 
back and give talks about the 
experience,” says Leo. 

“We are citizens of the world, 
not just the UK, and we can’t 
just live in a bubble. We live in 
the comfortable first world but 
the need outside that is so great. 
If we all did a little to help, the 
world would be a better place. 

“We all have God-given gifts; 
be it in the galley, surgery or 
nursing; we have a purpose in 
this world to help.”

IT’S always the pretty, talented women who 
get the trolls, the hate, and all the online 
bile. 

Cheryl Cole, Jennifer Aniston, Rihanna, 
Miley, Lana. . . their clothes, relationships 
and careers ripped into on a daily basis, 
shredded by scathing tweets, spiteful 
editorials and plastered all over the 
deliberately humiliating sidebar of shame. 

And it's become normal. So normal 
I'm expecting the Daily Mail disciple, 
publicity junky and bonafide diva version 
of Katherine Jenkins to answer the phone, 
because in a Google snapshot, that's what 
she's made out to be, not the sweetness and 
light version who takes the call. 

To be fair, getting to speak to her was a 
slight struggle: several cancellations, one 
bitter, sacked PR company and a phone 
connection that kept dissolving. Once we'd 
got through that though, the Welsh classical 
crossover singer was polite, kind, succinct 
and private, without being peevish or cold. 

It was almost disappointing; a demanding, 
unfriendly interviewee can be a joy to write. 

Right now the 33-year-old lass from 
Neath, whose soft Welsh murmur is 
borderline hypnotic, is preparing for a 
concert alongside the National Symphony 
Orchestra and special guest Celeste as 
part of the Forestry Commission's Forest 
Live series ("It's an amazing setting," she 
bubbles. "I'm very, very delighted that 
I've been invited back.'') It's just another 
moment to add to a year that's proving, so 
far, to be giddily hectic. 

In January, Jenkins re-joined Decca 
Records, the label that first discovered her a 
decade ago while she was a 20-something 
singing teacher, and went on to produce

six of her albums. The move comes after 
a lucrative but fairly miserable stint with 
Warner Bros, who wanted to capitalise on 
her poppier elements and drag her into the 
mainstream slush.

It makes you wonder whether she wished 
she'd returned to Decca sooner. "I think 
sometimes you have to go away to try other 
things to realise what you want and what 
you enjoy most and the things that matter," 
she admits. 

"[Decca] totally understand classical 
music," she adds. "I'm certainly having 
a fantastic time; I've nearly finished the 
album. I don't want to change things 
because they're working. I'm in a really 
happy place." 

The album, her 10th, is set for release in 
November, but Jenkins will perform the odd 
track throughout the summer if you can't 
wait. 

Between the label switch and the new 
album she also got engaged to New York 
artist, actor and director Andrew Levitas 
in April (she split from former fiance, TV 
presenter Gethin Jones, in 2011). Have they 
started planning the big day? "There's a lot 
going on and we haven't been engaged for 
too long yet, so we're working on it but no 
set plans yet.. 

And she's just become an aunty for the 
first time too, to her sister's two-week-old 
son Rhys: "I know! It's been a wonderful 


year in terms of the album, Decca, the OBE, 
and the wedding and then the baby!" 

Has it made her broody? "I've always 
wanted children because I have a big, close 
family. It couldn't make me want children 
more because that's always been a priority. 

It makes me happy to see a family growing." 

On top of endlessly flitting across the 
globe on tour ("You're not excited by 
airports anymore, but I like getting there 
and singing"), from the outside one of the 
most challenging aspect of being a mezzo- 
soprano star seems to be the constant 
paparazzi attention. Type "Katherine 
Jenkins" into any search engine and pages 
and pages spit out images of her in stories 
that can be summed up as "Welsh singer 
wears clothes" - the latest instance being a 
dapper trip to Ascot in a blue number with a 
metallic belt. 

"It's just strange because I'm not sure 
anybody would get used to that," Jenkins 
muses, explaining how she tries to deal with 
the arbitrary attention and flashing lenses. 

"I try to live a normal everyday life behind 
the scenes. When people are so interested 
in what's going on in your personal life, of 
course it's weird. I'm not sure I'll ever be 
used to it, but I think every job has parts to 
it that maybe you'd prefer didn't happen. 

"The good parts of my job are amazing 
and I would never want to change that so 
you just deal with it."

MRS BROWN’S BOYS D’MOVIE 
(IS, 94 mins) 

FIRST conceived for Irish radio 
and then as a series of books, the 
misadventures of feisty Dublin 
matriarch Agnes Brown transitioned 
seamlessly from stage to small screen 
in 2011 with the birth of the BBC sitcom 
Mrs Brown's Boys. 

Creator Brendan O'Carroll cast 
relatives and friends in supporting 
roles, ensuring the programme was a 
true family affair. 

Critics may have been unkind but the 
series gained an ardent following. The 
2013 festive special topped ratings on 
Christmas Day, trumping Doctor Who. 

Now, Agnes and her dysfunctional 
kin stampede the big screen under the 
direction of Ben Kellett. 

Lord help anyone who gets in her 
way! 

Agnes proudly runs a fruit and 
vegetable stall in Moore Street Market, 
which has been passed down through 
the family for generations. 

The foul-mouthed harridan hopes 
her daughter Cathy (Jennifer Gibney) 
will take up the mantle but a dastardly 
developer, PR Irwin (Dermot Crowley), 
intervenes with plans to bulldoze the 
site. 

"They won't take me without a fight, 
whoever they are," Agnes tells Fat 
Annie (June Rodgers). 

Unfortunately, Agnes has a 3.8 
million Euro tax bill to settle stretching 
back to her grandmother's time. 

Aided by Cathy, her sons Mark 


(Pat Shields), Rory (Rory Cowan) 
and Dermot (Paddy Houlihan), and 
next-door neighbour Winnie (Eilish 
O'Carroll), Agnes resolves to take on 
the Irish establishment. 

Dermot's best friend Buster Brady 
(Danny O'Carroll), bumbling lawyer 
Tom Crews (Simon Delaney) and a 
well-to-do barrister called Maydo 
Archer (Robert Bathurst), who is prone 
to stress-related Tourette syndrome, 
pledge their support to Agnes's 
seemingly hopeless cause. 

Mrs Brown's Boys D'Movie opens 
with a fire safety announcement from 
the eponymous matriarch "in case we 
have to ejaculate de building". This sets 
the crude tone for the next 94 minutes. 

Punchlines are depressingly 
predictable and the absence of a 
laughter track from a live studio 
audience exposes the script's dearth of 
gags and imagination. 

O'Carroll evidently subscribes to the 


mantra: if it isn't funny on the page, 
add some profanities. 

While Spike Lee and Quentin 
Tarantino would probably doff 
their baseball caps to this slurry of 
gratuitous expletives, repeated use for 
desperate laughs becomes wearying. 

Aside from the large-scale musical 
numbers that bookmark the haphazard 
narrative and a pointlessly protracted 
chase sequence, the film has no 
obvious cinematic ambitions. 

A hare-brained subplot involving 
Mr Wang (Brendan O'Carroll again), 
Chinese owner of a school devoted to 
training blind ninjas, embraces hideous 
stereotypes that the malformed 
character might himself describe as "a 
rittle bit lacist". 

Like its small screen counterpart, Mrs 
Brown's Boys D'Movie doesn't edit out 
gaffes and revels in moments when the 
cast corpse one another. 

If only we were so easily amused.

Community spirit 
- from gardens 


AS towns increase in size and 
green space continues to come 
at a premium, urban community 
gardens are springing up to allow 
people in busy, often deprived 
areas, some space to recharge their 
batteries. 

Many companies now see 
the need to support local green 
initiatives - Waitrose, Berkeley 
Homes and Boursin are just a few 
of the names to have supported 
community gardening projects and 
relevant charities. 

Fragrance brand Jo Malone 
London is also a big supporter of 
community gardens and is currently 
working with charities to help 
marginalised communities in key 
cities build and maintain beautiful, 
scented gardens. 

It initially collaborated with the 
UK charity Thrive, which uses 
gardening to help those living with 
physical disability and mental ill 
health, to create an Old English 
Garden in London's Battersea 
Park in 2012, and has recently 
added a herb garden to the 
magnificent Redhall Walled Garden 
in Edinburgh, working with the

Health. 

The company is also working 
with Rotunda, a community centre 
in poverty-stricken Kirkdale, 
Liverpool, to create the Kirkdale 
Country Garden, which has just 
opened. 

"Our gardens are created to be 
therapeutic in the short term and 
life-changing in the long term," 
says Rachel Baker, general manager 
of Jo Malone London. 

The Kirkdale garden will be an 
educational project as well as a 
place for recreation. Community 
members will be encouraged 
to take entry-level horticultural 
courses as a pathway to 
employment and self-sufficiency. 


So how can everyday gardeners 
replicate some of the magic of 
Redhall and Kirkdale Country 
Garden, bringing an air of peace 
and tranquility to their own green 
space? 

Garden designer Andy Thomson 
of BCA Landscape, which has 
helped create the Liverpool 
garden, explains: "Generally it 
can help to keep things simple, 
don't make your garden too busy 
and over-complicate things. Find 
a quiet spot where you like to sit, 
perhaps at the end of the garden 
or in dappled shade. Then have a 
look around and see what is in your 
eyeline, what you can hear and 
what you can smell. If things are 
too busy then it probably won't be 
very conducive to creating an air 
of calm. 

"Once you have picked your 
favourite spot in the garden, away 
from the make-shift football pitch 
and trampoline, you can then start 
to think about how to adapt the 
design of the space to best suit 
your needs. 

"A comfy chair or seat is a 
must - either fixed or moveable 
if you're chasing the sun/shade 


through the day. A scented climber 
to screen and soften an unsightly 
fence perhaps? We used jasmine 
officinale with Rosa 'Rambling 
Rector' or Rosa 'Gloire de Dijon'. 

"In The Kirkdale Country Garden 
we are climbing these up hop poles 
and across wires above the harvest 
table to provide extra height and 
interest. Low-growing scented 
plants such as Thymus 'Purple 
Beauty' and Salvia officinalis 
[garden sage] are great as low- 
growing clump-forming plants with 
lovely scent or the edge of your 
border near a path or seat." 

If you need a project for your 
mental wellbeing, what sort of 
garden might you choose? 

"Limiting your palette of plants 
and planting in drifts or groups 
of three or five plants per species 
can help to create a more natural 
flowing feel," says Thomson. "If all 
the plants have different shaped 
and coloured foliage and flowers 
it can be over-powering and too 
stimulating for the eye. 

"In any one area, try and pick 
plants that have a limited colour 
range and if it's calmness you want, 
avoid hot bold stimulating colours. 



Ornamental grasses towards 
the back of planting beds such 
as Stipa gigantea or Miscanthus 
sinensis 'Ghana' can create a lovely 
backdrop and foil for perennials." 

Paul Forrest, senior horticultural 
instructor at Redhall and herb 
expert, says: "Most of the herbs 
in the garden have some kind of 
effect on physical and mental 
wellbeing. This is another driving 


factor in our choice of plants; 
chamomile, lemon balm, lavender, 
valerian and fennel to name a few."

The lightly-raced four-year-old ran a pleasing 
race on his seasonal debut, when third behind the 
classy Arab Spring in the Duke of Edinburgh Stakes 
at Royal Ascot. 

Although Cumani feels a mile and a half is a bit on 
the short side for Havana Cooler, who is also under 
consideration for the Ebor at York, he will remain at 
that trip on Merseyside. 

The Newmarket handler said: “Third place (at 
Royal Ascot) would have been an acceptable return 
beforehand. 

“Even so, we were very encouraged by the 
manner in which he stayed on over a trip that’s a bare 
minimum for him, in a race which, in truth, suited 
those horses that had already shown decent form at 
a mile and a quarter. 

“He will head next for the Old Newton Cup at 
Haydock where the longer straight will suit him 
much better. 

“Looking further ahead, Havana Cooler will be 
back at York in August, where he was third last year 
in the Melrose, and will hopefully improve our fair 
record in the Ebor. 

“He’s a horse who will benefit considerably from 


the step back up to a mile and three quarters.” 

■ Marco Both will be doing a rain dance on behalf 
of Tac De Boistron ahead of the Artemis Goodwood 
Cup at the Sussex track on July 31. 

The Newmarket trainer took his classy stayer out 
of the Gold Cup at the 11th hour at Royal Ascot last 
week because of the fast ground. 

Tac De Boistron made a superb seasonal debut 
when winning the Sagaro Stakes by five lengths at 
the Berkshire track on soft ground at the end of April 


and then failed by just a neck to give Gospel Choir 
4lb in the Yorkshire Cup last month. 

“We made the right decision. The ground at Royal 
Ascot was definitely drying out by that stage of the 
week. It would have been too quick for him,” said 
Both. 

“We are still aiming towards the Goodwood Cup if 
conditions are right for him. 

“He’s well and there so many good races to aim at 
with him later in the season.”
